S o m e t i m e s economy cannot be the guiding principle in a 
transaction. 
Other factors such as eternal fitness of things, 
beauty and the essential harmonious merging into a building plan 
govern in the selection of a building site. 
We refer to the two sites proposed for the erection of the 
State Office Building. 
A map of the Minnesota State Capitol 
grounds will easily convince any disinterested observer as to the 
proper site. 
The State Building Commission, in the interests of economy 
no doubt, has chosen a block north of the State Capitol, one-half 
of which is Capitol grounds and the other half is to be purchased. 
It is high ground and putting a building there will, we believe, 
mar the vista and the Capitol plan of building arrangements as 
previously laboriously worked out. 
The site recommended by the City of St. Paul is at. the west 
side of the Capitol and placing the building there will balance it 
with the State Historical Society building on the east side of the 
Capitol grounds. 
The whole State of Minnesota pays for this building and 
every citizen is therefore interested in the location of the State 
Office Building. 
We do not know the merits of the arguments advanced by 
those who desire to put the State Office Building to the north and 
rear of the State Capitol. We base our idea of symmetry on the 
map and the character of the ground.

Sentenced to Jail for Criticising J ridge 


The country has been aroused by the sentencing of two Cleve­ 
land editors to jail for criticising a judge. 
The Editor and Publisher of New York, in its July 27 issue, 
has assembled the opinions of editors on this momentous case. 
We quote in part: 
W. H. Johnston of the Columbus, Ohio, Dispatch, declares 
that unjust contempt cases destroy respect for the courts. 
Walter A. Strong of the Chicago Daily News declares thai 
the courts must recognize the honest motives of the press. 
Boyd Gurley of the Indianapolis Times declares that no judge 
can be above fair newspaper criticism. 
It. Dunlap of the St. Paul Dispatch and Pioneer Press calls 
attention to the fact that a Minnesota judge could have suppressed 
the newspaper. 
“If it bad taken place in Minnesota,” says Mr. Dunlap, “Judge 
Walther would not have been restricted to citing the editor and 
chief editorial writer. 
Ile could have suppressed the Press itself. 
Under the so-called ‘scandal sheet’ law passed by the Minnesota 
Legislature in 1925, any judge of district court, sifting alone arid 
without jury, may suppress a newspaper that is ‘scandalous, ma­ 
licious and defamatory’ as a public nuisance. 
It is plain that a 
corrupt or otherwise unworthy judge has the power of life and 
death over any newspaper of Minnesota that may olfeiid him.”

T he Edison tests as given the 19 boy representatives from 
the states and the District of Columbia were based on more than 
mere book knowledge.

Our John Lowry of Brainerd, representing Minnesota, was 
first to conclude the examination. John, as a rule, never acts hur­ 
riedly and always thoroughly digests any question before answer­ 
ing it. 
The examination was in four parts, covering problems in 
scientific subjects, in a general field and the third resolved itself 
into only one question. 
“Assuming that you have just graduated from high school 
and are anxious to land a job— write* a letter such as you would 
send to the chief engineer or to the president, of the concern with 
which you would like to become connected. Assume that this let­ 
ter is the only means open to you for securing the desired e m p l o y ­ 
ment;” and part four comprised eighteen questions with tin* evi­ 
dent purpose of ascertaining the scope of the contestant’s general 
knowledge of the physical world and of history, literature and 
biography.
